V. A. Opens Drive To 
Conserve G.I. Insurance 

The Veterans' Administration 
this week opened an intensive 
nation-wide campaign to inform 
World War II veterans as to the 
value of National Service Life 
Insurance. 

Officials of the VA.'s Ohio- 
Michigan-Kentucky Branch Office 
in Columbus, Ohio, said two out 
of three of the 1,587,000 World 
War II veterans in the three states 
have dropped their OX insurance. 

"The V.A. feels that the major- 
ity of veterans who have allowed 
their N.S.L.I. to lapse are not 
familiar with the privileges and 
economic security which this in- 
surance affords them," V.A. Dep- 
uty Administrator Ralph H. Stone 
said. 

"We believe," he stated, "that 
N.S.L.I. will provide protection 
against privations that enter the 
lives of veterans' families who are 
left without security for the fu- 

Stone pointed out that VA. now 
is in a position to provide prompt 
and efficient insurance service, a 
vast improvement over the below- 
par service which prevailed be- 
fore V.A. decentralized its insur- 
ance program from New York to 
its various branch offices. 

Insurance benefits to veterans 
were materially extended and lib- 
eralized by Congress last fall. 
Amendments to the N.S.L.I. Act 
of 1940 provide endowment types 1 
of policies which were not in- 
cluded in the original law, permit 
the naming of beneficiaries out- 
side the restricted classes included 
in the original bill, and offer lump 
sum payments and total disability 
benefits which were not previ- 
ously available. 

Stone emphasized that the cost 
of N.S.L.I. is low because the gov 
eminent assumes the administra- 
tive expense. 

He urged veterans to continue 
their N.S.L.I. term insurance dur- 
ing their readjustment to civilian 
life, and to convert to a perma- 
nent type of insurance only after 
they have become reestablished 
and know what their financial 
capabilities and insurance needs 
will be. + .

Visibility was about three feet ta 
the fog, one of record heaviness in 
a city renowned for its fogs.

The fog was accompanied by a 
sharp drop in temperature, freezing 
a thin layer of Ice on streets and 
sidewalks.

To End Stream Pollution 

Extended programs to curb the 
5.79 billion gallons of untreated 
sewage dumped every day into the 
nation's waterways are being 
launched on the interstate, state and 
local level according to the Amer- 
ican Public Works association. 

Stream pollution laws were 
strengthened recently in Mississippi, 
while in Texas pollution of public 
waters his been made a penal of- 
fense. Local pollution surveys are 
being made in Texas by the state 
health department to determine 
changes and improvements needed 
In city and industrial waste disposal 
facilities. 

In Oregon, 64 cities now have def- 
inite plans for new sewage disposal 
plants and sewer systems. Bond is- 
sues for this purpose totaling $14,- 
995,800 have been voted tn 19 Oregon 
cities, while 35 cities have accumu- 
lated sinking funds for sewage dis- 
posal totaling $2,324,114. 

The Pennsylvania anti-pollution 
program is centered on industrial 
as well is other urban wastes. The 
state health department has ordered 
508 cities and institutions and 852 
Industries to prepare plans for sew- 
age and waste treatment. Mine 
operators and manufacturers ire be- 
ing required to treat all waste dis- 
charges. In California, sewage dis- 
posal construction has highest pri- 
ority under 90 million dollar public 
works construction legislation ap- 
proved In 1946. Massachusetts and 
Minnesota strengthened their anti- 
pollution laws last year, 91 cities in 
the latter state having taken action 
In 1948 to provide for new sewage

It's Nap, Not Material, 
That Makes Blanket Warm 

Many of us still believe In the 
old Idea thit if we put enough heivy 
blankets over us we will "sleep 
warm" in the coldest weather. How- 
ever, textiles specialists sir tests 
have shown that warmth does not 
depend as much on the weight of the 
blanket as it does on the nap of the 
material. 

Napped fabrics hive the ability | 
to form a barrier through which 
heat does not flow readily. This 
makes them wirm. A heavy ma- 
terial without i good nap would 
not be as warm as a lighter nipped 
material because it would let the 
body heat escape more quickly. 

Tests also have revealed that the 
warmth of a new blanket depends 
more on the type of nap than on the 
fiber content A new blanket that 
was part wool and part rayon was 
as warm as one that was 100 per 
cent wool. However, tests made aft- 
er the blankets hid been laundered 
or used showed quite different re- 
sults. Wool fiber will spring back 
to its original position in the nap 
after being laundered or used. Oth- 
er fibers do not This explains why 
all-wool blankets or fabrics will keep 
their warmth qualities and part-wool

Balcony In Asia 

The French Indo-China dependency 
has been called France's "Balcony 
in Asia."

Alfalfa seed plots at the Utah sta- 
tion dusted with DDT to control 
lygus bugs produced 400 pounds ol 
seed per acre— fields not dusted pro- 
duced less than 100 pounds. 

Until DDT became available, no 
Insecticide had been found that 
would control these insects at a cost 
that was economically feasible. The 
tests proved that DDT offers prom- 
ise of greatly increasing seed pro- 
duction by control of lygus bugs.
